—  t)n  theoth  hist,  the  Montevideo  sanitary 
authorities  decreed  ten  days  quarantine  against 
Buenos  Aires  on  a  'count  of  the  »suspected» 
cases  of  bubonic  pest. 

— A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  8th,  to 
the  'Pais,  notes  the  deatli  of  a  brother-in-law 
of  Vice-President  Qnirino  Cosbi  and  says  it  is 
asserted  that  be  died  of  bubonic  pest. 

—The  Paraguayan  minister  at  Buenos  Aires 
has  asked  the  Argentine  government  1o  sus- 
pend its  quarantine  against  Paraguay  as  there 
has  been  no  cases  at  Asuncion  for  twenty  days. 

—On  the  6th  the  Buenos  Aires  sanitary 
authorities  formally  denied  that  there  were 
cases  of  bubonic  pest  in  that  city.  And  vet, 
the  sanitary  officials  now  admit  that  cases  have 
been  under  treatment  since  January  12th! 

—  A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  8th  iust. 
says  there  were  three  deaths  and  two  new 
cases  of  bubonic  pest  in  Rosario  that  day. 
Tlie  people  are  becoming  hostile  to  the  me- 
dical men  in  general,  because  of  the  severity 
of  the  sanitary  officials. 

— The  outbreak  of  plague  in  Argentina  has 
adversely  affected  prices  of  Argentine  secur- 
ities, as  trade  may  be  seriouslv  hampered, 
Willi  abundant  wheat  and  maize  crops,  the 
earnings  of  the  railways  should,  however, 
remain  large,  as  it  will  doubtless  be  possible 
to  ship  the  cereals  front  ports  other  than  those 
affected,-  The  Statist,  Feb.  3. 

— T  icBreuos  Aires  j  nrnr  1  El  '/»«/>  .".which 
is  credited  with  being  President  Roca's  per- 
sonal organ,  says  the  suspected  cases  of  bu- 
bonic pest  which  hive  o-curred  in  that  cilv.' 
are  more  than  suspected.  There  have  been  36 
such  cases,  and  on  the  8th  there  were  3  more. 
The  sanitary  authorities  refuse  to  officially 
declare:  it  bubonic  pest,  but  thev  are  isolating 
the  cases,  disinfecting  their  habitations,  and 
acting  generally  as  though  tile  pest  existed  ill 
that  city, 

—The  Argentina  government  is  making  the 
serious  mistake  of  threatening  foreign  con- 
suls and  correspondents  who  should  send 
news  of  the  existence  of  bubonic  pest  at  at  y 
place  in  that  country  before  it  is  officially 
recognized  bv  the  Argentine  sanitarv  author- 
ities, Argentina  will  find  it  very  difficult  to 
"bulldoze.)  foreign  consuls  in  this  way.  And 
as  for  the  foreign  correspondents,  how  can 
they  be  held  accountable  for  repeating  what 
appears  in  the  native  press. 

— The  official  announcement  that  bubonic 
pest  exists  in  Buenos  Aires  is  said  to  have 
created  a  dolorous  impression  in  that  city. 
This  document  admits  that  there  have  been 
43casessin'ce  iSlh  January,  Another  telegram 
says  the  formal  notice  of  the  appearance  of 
the  plague  will  be  deferred  until  the  President's 
return,  The  Argentine  sanitary  authorities 
seem  to  have  no  idea  of  truthfulness.  A  tele- 
gram published  here  this  morning  says  there 
have  been  52  cases  since  January  13,  of  which 
iS  proved  fatal.  A  majority  of  the  cases  were 
from  the  flour  mills  at  the  Once  de  Seliembre 
station.

Fifty-four  men,  shivering  in  khaki,  were 
given  great  coats,  and  a  couple  of  dozen  men 
unable  to  walk  without  assistance  were  pre- 
sented with  walking  sticks.  Scarcely  a  man 
among  them  bad  a  single  thick  undergarment 
and  they  regarded  the  bundles  of  warm  cloth- 
ing distributed  to  each  one  of  ttieiv  as 
veritable  godsends.  Some  had  not  even  b(X>t« 
to  walk  ashore  in,  and  these  were,  of  course 
supplied.

BOER  CHIVALRY. 

A  private  letter  from  an  officer  at  the  front, 
quoted  by  the  /'<//  Mall  Gazette,  gives  a 
signal  instance  of  chivalry  on  the  part  of  a 
Boer  commander,  It  appears  that  during  the 
fatal  charges  at  Magirsfoutein  a  party  of  two 
officers  and  12  men  rushed,  with  sublime 
heroism,  up  to  the  muzzles  of  the  rifles  in  the 
Boer  trenches.  So  impressed  were  the  Boers 
by  this  extraordinary  gallantry  that,  moved  by 
a  common  impulse,  thev  cast  their  own  wea- 
pons aside  and,  coining  out  of  their  trenches 
in  overwhelming  numbers,  seized  the  valorous 
14  and  dragged  them  into  the  works.  Then, 
after  causing  them  to  be  disarmed,  the  Boer 
commander  exclaimed,  "There  !  You  are  free 
to  go.  We  will  not  reopen  fire  until  you  are 
safe  within  your  own  Hues,  One  cuiuot  tight 
against  such  courage  as  yours, » 


—Darkness  fell  as  the  British  crossed  the 
Tugela  011  the  16U1  [January).  With  the 
gloom  came  fitful  flashes  of  lightning  from  the 
thunderclouds,  which  had  been  threatening 
all  day.

Milner.  The  disagreement  is  lamentable  from 
every  point  of  view;  it  probably  arises  from 
the  fact  that  the  colonials  dislike  the  rigid  dis- 
cipline of  the  Imperial  army,  Sir  Alfred 
Milner  and  General  Roberts  should,  however 
be  able  to  put  matters  to  rights  by  the  exercise 
of  their  well-known  tact.  '  We  cuiuot  afford 
to  put  up  the  hicks  of  cur  excellent  Natal 
volunteers.

COI'FEE       j\loTES 

—The  New  York  coffee  trade  is  greatly 
dissatisfied  with  the  delays  and  methods  of 
delivery  to  which  Lhey  sire  subjected  by  the 
Brooklyn  Whaif  and  Warehouse  Co.  '1'lie 
present  system  has  been  in  Force  one  year  and 
has  been  proved  ineffective  and  vexations. 

—  The  export  of  coffee  from  Ceylon  during 
the  calendar  year  of  1899  was  only  18,542 
cwts.,  against  86,009  cwts.  1  ti  1S90,  Of  Lhe 
total  export,  14,293  cwts.  went  to  Great 
Britain.  3.043  to  Australia,  442  to  America, 
and  the  balance'  in  small  parcels  to  various 
countries. 

—  There  seems  to  have  been  a  little  bluster 
on  both  sides,  for  w!  e:i  the  fatal  dale  arrives 
both  Brazil  and  France  are  willing  and  anxious 
to  postpone  tariff  hostilities  to  the  end  of 
August.  And  should  an  agreement  not  be 
reached  before  that  lime,  it  may  be  considered 
certain  that  another  postponement  will  be 
made.  The  reciprocity  provision  was  not 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  w.-iging  a  tariff  war 
on  France,  but  rather  as  a  checkmate  to 
iipusliful"  Uncle  Sain. 

— The  negotiations  between  France  and 
Italy  with  regard  to  their  joint  altitude  in 
presence  of  the  Brazilian  custom  policy  are 
being  continued.  The  two  countries,  it  is 
stated,  are  willing  to  make  certain  concessions 
to  Brazil  for  imported  coffee,  France  would 
even  go  .so  far  as  to  consent  lo  lower  the 
present  dulies  by  rof,  Anyhow,  it  is  expected 
that  the  pourparlers  will  be  satisfactorily  con- 
cluded before  the  end  of  the  current  month.—

— A  Rio  de  Janeiro  telegram  of  Feb.  16, 
published  in  the  New  York  Journal  of  Com-

'I  HE  MILD  COFFEE  CROP. 

New  York, Man.  30. 
Editor  of  The  Journal  of  Commerce  and  Com- 
mercial Bulletin, 

Sir. — When  I  issued  my  circular  in  the 
early  part  of  December  (which  was  written 
toward  the  end  of  November)  I  mentioned 
that  many  believed  that  the  coming  crops  of 
mild  coffees  would  show  a  considerable  deficit 
as  against  former  years.  A  party  who  has 
been  identified  a  long  time  with  the  bear 
interests  and  seems  very  anxious,  in  order  to 
depress  the  market,  to  prove  by  all  soils  of 
statistics  that  the  world's  production  of  coffee 
will  not  be  diminished— yes,  possibly  even  in- 
creased as  against  former  years,  sta'ed  in  a 
circular  and  otlunvise  that  these  pr,)j.nos'ic  1- 
tious  as  to  smaller  mild  crops  were  nude  either 
out  of  ignorance  or  with  the  deliberate  inten- 
tion to  deceive. 

My  circular  had,  however,  hardly  reached 
South  America  when  attention  was  called 
from  Venezuela  to  the  then  established  fact 
that  the  official  figures  showed  the  output  of 
Venezuela  for  1S99  to  be  over  20  per  cent,  less 
than  that  of  189S.  Since  then  it  has  been  con- 
firmed that  the  crops  of  Puerto  Rico  and 
Mexico  were  very  materially  short,  and  it  is 
now  stated  from  Central  America  that  the 
same  conditions  prevail  there  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent.  Ouiteuialans  who  are  now  here 
report  that  Guatemala  will  export  at  least  25 
per  cent,  less  than  last  year,  which  is  also 
confirmed  by  reports  received  via  S.-m  Fran- 
cisco, 

As  Columbia,  from  where  we  receive  all  the 
Savanillas,  has  been  in  a  disturbed  condition 
for  a  long  time  and  a  revolution  is  still  exist- 
ing there,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  shortage 
in  the  production  of  that  country  will  be 
greater  than  anywhere  else  and  will,  in  all 
likelihod,  reach  fully  33  per  cent. 

As  the  countries  named  and  from  which 
quite  reliable  reports  have  so  far  been  received 
represent  the  principal  mild  coffee  producing 
countries,  there  seems  but  little  doubt  that  the 
predicted  shortage  of  mild  coffees  is  by  no 
means  based  on  imagination,  but  will  prove  to 
be  a  very  unpleasant  fact  for  the  bears  to 
face  later  on. 

Of  course  it  is  well  known  that  during  the 
crop  season  coffees  arrive  fully  as  fast,  if  not 
faster,  if  the  crop  is  small,  than  when  the  crop 
is  large,  but  the  end  is  reached  so  much  the 
quicker,  and  only  when  that  time  is  arrived 
can  it  be  proven  by  actual  figures  that  a 
material  shortage  has  occurred,  As  I  am 
merely  a  broker  and  not  personally  interested 
in  the  article  beyond  my  vocation,  that  is. 
have  never  owned  either  actual  coffee  or 
options,  1  think  lean  at  least  be  considered 
unbiased.

"When  the  owner  desires 
to  export, .a  peon  of  the  department  is  sent 
with  the  key  to  count  the  bags  ami  bring  them 
to  the  wharf,  As  the  merchant  or  owner  can 
have  no  access  to  his  goods  unless  accom- 
panied by  the  peon  of  the  department]  the 
transfer  of  the  inferior  bean  to  Aden  for  mixing 
with  that  of  Mocha  or  Harrar  is  hardly  pos- 
sible )i  The  consul  adds  that  an  examination 
of  the  customs  authorities'  reports  shows  that 
foreign  coffees  are  promptly  re-exported  Lo 
other  ports,  being  lauded  at  Aden  for  tranship- 
ment only;  while  lhe  precautions  in  Turkish 
Arabia  to  prevent  mixing  are  equally  stringent, 
No  doubt  Mocha  coffee  is  mixed  with  inferior 
beans  in  Europe,  and  sold  as  genuine  Mocha, 
but  it  is  hardly  possible  that  an  importer 
buying  in  an  Arabian  port  could  yet  anvthing 
but  genuine  Mocha  or  Harrar  coffee.— Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  Journal.

—  The  minister  of  finance  lias  solicited 
the  opinion  of  the  tribunal  of  accounts  on  a 
proposed  appropriation  of  91, i26$35i  for  pay- 
ing percentages  due  to  employes  of  revenue 
stations.  Did  the  Nolicla  include  this  sum 
in  its  account  of  public  expenditure  for  1S99  ? 

— The  governor  of  S.  Paulo  has  promulgated 
regulations  for  the  registry  of  commercial 
books.  They  are  to  be  registered  at  thtijunta 
commercial,  or  by  the  jittz  de  direito  or  his 
substitute  in  the  comdrcas  of  the  interior. 
Companies  and  pawnbrokers  are  to  be  con- 
sidered as  commercial  concerns  for  the  pur- 
pose of  registry. 

—  At  a  meeting  of  business  men  in  S.  Paulo 
on  the  ioth  inst.  it  was  resolved  Lo  support 
the  demand  of  the' Praca  do  Couimercio  of 
Porto  Ajegre  for  the  suspension  of  collection 
of  the  consumption  taxou  existing  stocks  of 
merchandise.  .It  was  also  resolved  to  solicit 
the  support  of  commercial  organizations 
throughout  the  country, 

—  We  are  now  engaged  iii  printing  a  second 
edition  of  the  "Hand  Book  of  Rio  de  Janeiro")) 
which  was  issued  from  this  office  some  years 
ago.  We  shall  be  very  glad  to  receive  any 
corrections  which  our  readers  may  have  made 
in  the  old  edition..  .The  book  will  be  a  first- 
class  medium  for  advertisements,  especially 
for  lines  of  business  patronized    by    travellers. 

—  Following  the  example  of  the  business 
organizations  at  Porto  Alegre  and  Pelolas,  the 
AssociacaoCoiiniiercial  of  Bahm  lias  asked  the 
government  to  suspend  the  collection  of  the 
consumption  tax  on  existing  stocks  of  mer- 
chandise until  the  meeting  of  congress.  Now 
the  business  men  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  should 
adopt  measures  for  supporting  this  reasonable 
demand. 

—A  telegram  from  Porto  Alegre  slates  that 
on  the  4th  iust.  creditors  for  deposits,  amount- 
ing to  300,000$,  in  the  house  of  Viuva  Clausseu, 
decided  to  appoint  a  committee  for  conferring 
with  the  manager  of  that  house.  If  the  result 
of  the  conference  is  not  satisfactory,  the  cre- 
ditors will  ask  the  proper  court  to  declare  the 
house  insolvent  and  to  order  an  examination 
of  its  books. 

—  A  telegram  of  the  6th  inst.  from  Porto 
Alegre  states  that  the  Companliia  Pluvial, 
alleging  that  the  government  has  failed  to  pay 
its  accounts,  refuses  to  honor  government  offi- 
cials' requisitions  for  freight  and  passage. 
We  have  been  expecting  that  something  of 
this  kind  would  result  from  the  unjust  and 
arbitrary  methods  adopted  by  the  government 
in  the  treatment  of  its  creditors. 

—  The  Pah  of  Sunday  last  notes  that  the 
operatives  at  the  mint  have  not  yet  been  paid 
for  the  months  September  to  .December  last, 
And  the  Pah  confidingly  assumes  tliat'the 
minister  of  finance  will  not  fail  to  give  his 
attention  to  the  matter.  Of  course  noli;  the 
minister  has  now  struck  his  balance  for  hist 
year,  and  can  therefore  begin  lo  pay  up— 
always  providing  he  has  any  cash  in  hand. 

—  The  board  of  directors  of  the  Compauliia 
Manufactory  de  Phosplioros,  which  has  a 
match  factory  at  Pernambuco,  informs  the 
government  that  it  cannot  continue  to  pay  in 
advance  for  consumption  tax  stamps."  It  "asks 
to  be  relieved  of  this  burden,  which  it  con- 
siders unconstitutional,  While  thus  applying 
to  the  government,  it  does  not  relinquish  its 
right  to  resort  to  other  legal  means  of  obtain- 
jug-relief. 

—  It  is  stated  that  the  government  has  Sent, 
or  is  going  to  send,  -fi  1^7,9,19  to  Messrs,  N.  M. 
Rothschild  &  Hon  for  meeting  its  obligations 
in  Europe,  This  is  certainly  not  a'  large 
remittance,  but  it  nevertheless  absorbs  two 
months'  gold  receipts  of  the  eight  custom- 
houses of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Hahia,  Pernambuco, 
Maranha.0,  Paranagna,  Santa  Cathariiia,  Par* 
nahyba  and  Peuedo  and  nearly  £30,000  in 
addition  thereto. 

—  That  extraordinary  contract  between  the 
national  treasury  and  the  Banco  da  Republica 
was  signed  at  the  coutaiciosn  of  the  treasury 
011  the  10U1  inst.  If  Jose  Carlos  Rodrigues 
can  convince  the  Rothschilds  that  this  is 
a  sound  and  profitable  transaction  for-  the 
national  treasury,  he  will  probably  have  no 
difficulty  in  arranging  for  an  extension  of  the 
funding  loan  period.  But  it  will  need  a  deal 
of  sophistry  to  do  it. 

—  It  is  said  that  Dr.  Jose"  Carb.s  Rodrigues, 
who  left  for  Europe  last  week,  carries  a  com- 
mission in  his  hat  to  seiurt  ■!  favorable  e;n 
sideration  of  a  proposition  to  extend  the 
funding  loan  arrangement  for  a  longer  period. 
But  how  can  the  government  expect  to  obtain 
such  consideration  when  it  is  upsetting  confi- 
dence everywhere  by  its  absurd  arrests  of 
persons  suspected, of  conspiracy.  To  invent 
conspiracies  is  lo  destroy  confidence.
